New York, Jury 8, 1897. 

Those who have enjoyed the fascin- 
ating ingenuity of Dr. Conan Doyle’s 
clever detective stories, and have fol- 
lowed Sherlock Holmes through the 
labyrinths of theories, clues and dis- 
coveries, will appreciate a true story in 
this city which been unfolding its 
intricacies for the past ten days and 
which is as yet far from compzete. 
The intense interest surrounding this 
extraordipary case, its many peculiar 
features, its remarkable human signifi- 
cance, have already made it one of the 
most important, in the annals of police 
and detective history. At first 
shrouded in absolute mystery with 
scarcely the remotest clue upon which 
to found ‘a theory, one mystery after 
another has been cleared away by a 
marvelous chain of mere chances, 
which seem to have been disclosed by 
the very finger of Providence. While 
every human ingenuity has been con- 
centrated on detection, the crime has 
been chiefly solved by agencies remote 
from this skill. A network of circum- 
stantial evidence has been woven 
about two possibly guilty persons. 
This was the outcome of scientific de- 
tective methods, but it could not have 
been possible without that strange in- 
visible destiny which by marvelous 
chance has brought together the widely 
pa erie evidences of the crime. The 
solution is just such a one as Edgar 
Allen Poe would have liked to work 
upon; the story rivals in its complexity 
anything conceived by Conan ‘Doyle. 
There are only two others anythin 
like it in New York police history an 
in most cases they were less singular. 

The interest in the case can be ex- 
plained no better than by a brief nar- 
ration of the essential facts, eliminat- 
ing all needless sensation or horror. 
The first chapter in the strange story 
opened on Saturday afternoon, June 
26th. A party of boys, swimming in 
the East River off the Eleventh Street 
pier about 2 30 o'clock 1n the afternoon 
noticed a bundle floating in the water. 
The tide was running just soit would 
bring the bundle in shore, and as soon 
as it was near the pier line one of the 
boys swam out and brought it ashore, 
being curious to know what it con- 
tained. The bundle was wrapped in 
heavy red and yellow oilcloth, stoutly 
tied by strong cords. The boyscut the 
cords, unfolded the oilcloth finding a 
layer of newspaper which they thought- 
lessly tossed into the water. Beneath 
the newspaper was a wrapping of 
cheescloth, and when this was removed 
the boys were horrified to find the 
upper portion of a man’s body, head 
less and legless, Nearly crazed with 
fright they summoned the police and 
the portion of the corpse was taken to 
the Union Market Police Station. 
Doctors from Bellevue Hospital after 
an examination declared that the body 
to which this portion belonged had 
evidently been sawed up, not by a 
medical student or doctor, for the cut- 
ting was not scientific enough for that 
but by some one who had rudimentary 
knowledge of anatomy. The coroner, 
the police and the medical experts 
agreed that it bore evidence of foul 
play. The entire detective force of the 
city was at once put on the case. 
There was no clue on the fragment of 
body. The only possible clue could be 
in the wrappings. . The vilcloth was 
the most distinctive feature of this. 
It was of bright red color and bore a 
diamond shaped design colored in yel- 
low, but investigation disclosed that 
this same quality and design could be 
found in a thousand shops within the 
Greater New York territory. So it 
was that when the day closed the case 
was shrouded iu the most dense mys- 
tery and so it might have remained 
had the following chain of chances 
failed to materialize. 

Five miles north of where the boys 
found the bundle, the Harlem River 
empties into the East River, and about 
four miles up the Harlem, the river is 
spauned by Washington bridge. The 
land about the eastern’ end of the 
bridge is heavily wooded, and through 
these woods, parallel with the river 
and under the eastern span of the 
bridge runs Undercliff Avenue. It isa 
favorite haunt of Sunday picnicers, 
and last Sunday, the day after the boys 
foundthe bundle, Julius Meyer took 
his two sons to the Ogden woods, bor- 
dering the avenue for a walk. They 
rested for a while and Meyer read in 
his morning paper about the floating 
bundle. He thought no mure of the 
case till after resuming the walk, Her- 
bert his eight year old son, who had 
run well ahead cried out, ‘Papa come 
and look at this ee bundle!”? Meyer 
came up to the wall which holds up 
one side of Undercliff Avenue. Ap- 
parently tossed over the wall from the 
Avenue, rested a bundle on the rocks 
bencath and Meyer instantly recog- 
nized its oilcloth wrapping as similar 
to that described in his morning paper 
as enclosing the, other bundle. Srramb- 
ling with fright he summoned a police- 
man and the bundle was taken to the 
High Bridge Station House and un- 
wrapped. The wrappings were ex- 
actly similar to those of the other 
bundle and it was found to con- 
tain the lower portion of a man’s body 
exclusive of the legs. This portion 
when taken tothe Morgue fitted the 
other portion found in the East River. 
Both belonged to the same body, but 
there was no further clue and the mys- 
tery was as dark as before. 

onday the first circumstantial evi- 
dence began to materialize. It came 
in an avalanche when once started. 
Detectives by mere chance happened 
to overhear a conversation between 
four rubbers employed in the Murray 
Hill Baths. One of their number, 
William Gieldensuppe, had been miss- 
ing for several days. The rubbers had 
read the press stories of the mysterious 
bundles. They knew their associate’s 
character. They wondered if it might 
not be Gieldensuppe. The detectives

Then they arrested her husband, Her- 
man Nack, but for obvious reasons he 
was in no way involved in the sus- 
picion and he was discha ~ He 
gave them a valuable clue however, 
without knowing it. After finding 
that he drove a bakery w: for a man 
in Astoria, Long Island, the detectives 
immediately went there. From the 
wholesale dealers they had a list of all 
stores supplied with the particular de- 
sign of oilcloth which was wrap 
around the fragments of the body. 
They found that such was supplied to 
Max Riger’s dry goods shop in Astoria. 
They found that Mrs. Riger had sold 
four yards of the red oilcloth and. six 
yards of cheese cloth and some heavy 
twine, to a woman on Wednesday, 
whom she positively identified as , Mrs, 
Nack. The cheescloth, oilcloth and 
twine all matched those found or’ the 
bundles. ee 

The keeper of the Astoria Ferry 
stated that a surrey containing bundles 
corresponding to those found, and 
driven by a man and woman Corres- 
ponding to Mrs. Nack and Thorne, 
crossed on his boat a day or so before 
the bundles were found.. The police 
ag for Thorne but failed ‘o find 

m. 

The next day a sailor standing on 
the cob dock of the Brooklyn ‘Navy 
Yard happened to notice a bundle 
floating in the East River. The red 
oilcloth wrapper caught his eye. He 
fished it out and when unwrapped at 
the Flushing Avenue Station House it 
was found tocortain a pairof legs. 
The legs were taken to the Morgue 
and were found to belong to the other 
parts of the body. Thus by a series of 
‘accidents all of the parts have been se- 
cured but the head. At this writing 
no trace of the head has been found. 
After the legs were found the Bath 
rubbers and  Gieldensuppe’s doctor 
positively identified them as belongin 
to the body of their fellow worker, it 
Gieldensuppe had not been a rubber 
and exposed to them almost naked 
every day they could not have thus 
identified him. This is another coin- 
cidence. Te doctor found the scar of 
a corn he bad removed from the man's 
foot and the flesh around the breast 
where Gieldensuppe carried the tattoo 
of a woman’s bust, was carefully cut 
away removing all traces of the tattoo. 

Evidence up to the present writin 
all points to the body being that o 
Gieldensuppe and his slayers being 
either Thorne or Mrs. Natk or both. 
Both have been traced to a vacant 
house at Woodside on a certain night 
last week and here itis believed the 
murder was committed. . Thorne has 
knowledge of anatomy and Mrs. Nack 
is a powerful woman. Yet the proof 
as yet rests wholly on circumstantial 
evidence. The police are looking dili- 
gently for Thorne; Mrs. Nack is a 
prisoner. 

A great crime such as this carries 
with it an almost instinctive prochwvity 
to moralize. In this case there is 
plenty of food for moralizing, but sing- 
ularly upon a feature other than that 
directly involved in the crime itself. 
It has served to show as nothing else 
in current history, the degeneracy and 
criminality of a portion of the New 
York Press. : Irefer tothe New Journ- 
alism, and more particularly to the two 
cpa sheets which are its prototypes. 

hese two papers, eince the first dis- 
covery of the crime have been en- 
gaged in a mad raceto outdo each 
other iu all that is morbid, revolting 
and idiotically sensational. The result 
has been a prostitution of the printing 
press such as has never been out- 
classed in this city, and such as can be 
described by no milder term than 
awful. The race is uot yet over and it 
is not likely to end much this side of a 
jail or an insane asylum. In case the 
suspected woman is cleared by the 
courts, one paper has already paved 
the way fora suit which can be brought 
a mes it for the extremest criminal 
libel. 

Immediately after the first portion 
of the victim’s body was found both 
the leading apostles of the criminal 
journalism constituted themselves head 
detectives and each took a large corps 
of its reporters from the legitimate 
business of gathering the news and 
sent them out as amateur sleuths. 
Each corps tried its best to beat off the 
other corps. Then followed “ dis- 
coveries’’ galore. Each discovery gave 
excuse for an extra edition, and each 
extra was covered with the most enor- 
mous and grewsome cuts and the big- 
gest poster type headings ever seen on 
the sheets of a New York newspaper. 
The Ishmaelite editor of the elder paper 
offered a reward of $500 for a correct 
theory of the crime. Undaunted, the 
young millionaire editor of the other 

aper promptly offered a reward of 
$1000, and going his rival another 
better, sent delivery wagons ail over 
the city throwing out free copies of his 
paper to the populace. ne paper 
prints a coarse, leathsome cut, the 
other follows with one twice as coarse 
and loathsome; one prints an enormous 
cut, and the other prints a bigger one. 
The few legitimate and accurate facts 
are sandwiched in between self praise 
and fakes innumerable. The boasted 
enterprise” of each paper has varied

It forthwith in- 
sisted that the woman was not crimi- 
nal and it hired a well known lawyer 
to defend her, Ever since then the 
one paper has been doing all in its des- 
perate wayto provethe woman guilty 
and railroad her at once to conviction 
while the other has persistently denied 
the accusation against her. One of the 
mort horrible features of this horri- 
ble competition was a huge cut printed 
in one of these papers the other day, 
representing its woman reporter 
strapped in the electricuting chair and 
accompanied by descriptive lines say- 
ing that this is how Mrs. Nack would 
appear if convicied. The intellhgent 
public is viewing this sickening busi- 
ness with mingled disgust and horror 
and there is a general opinion pre- 
valent that there should be some sort 
of legislation enacted to prevent such 
an abortion of journalism, 


LATER: Martian Thorn was arrested 
by the detectives in this city immedi- 
ately after the above had been sent to 
the TOowNsMAN. Thorn made a full 
confession to a friend named John 
Gartha. He said he and Mrs. Nak 
had lured Gieldensuppe to the vacant 
house at Woodside. Mrs. Nack under 
a pretext sent Gieldensuppe upstairs. 
Thorn, who was cohenaier in a closet 
sprang out, shot him, and cut up his 
body, he and Mrs. Nack afterwards re- 
moving the portions in a wagon. 
This confession weighed so on Gartha’s 
mind that he could no longer withhold 
it from the police. Yielding ‘to his 
wife’s earnest advice he informed the 
detectives of Thorn’s whereabouts and 
the arrest foliowed. Thorn is remand- 
ed till Friday and 1s a prisoner at Po- 
lice Headquarters.

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PHOTOGRAPHING A SHOT. 


Wonderfal : In 

ss facie eae 

Recent achievements in the moving 
photography that. has produced thé ani- 
matograph, biograph, cinematograph 
and other representations of motion are 
not more wonderful than the lately per- 
fected photography of the flying bullet, 
Professor 0. Vernon Boys, F. BR. S,, has 
worked on this seemingly unsolvable 
problem with great success, as have also 
two Italian artillery officers. 

In the'course of a lecture on the sub- 
ject, Mr. Boys demonstrated that the 
ordinary notion that an electric spark is 
instantaneous was quite erroneous and 
stated that the light of the two ends of 
the ordinary electric spark lasted a lit- 
tle less than the one-hundred thousandth 
part of a second. It was, of course, in- 
stantaneous to our senses, but to tests 
. which could measure accurately to the 
one-hundred millionth part of a sécond 
the electric spark was anything but in- 
stantaneous, This spark wus no good 
for taking the photograph of a flying 

bullet, as the lecturer showed by exhib- 
iting one of his attempts, which made 
quite a blurred picture. 

Mr. Boys then proceeded to explain 

the steps which he took in order to re- 
‘duce the length of time of the electric 
spark, To this end it was essential that 
the terminals should be made of copper, 
platinum or some metal which did not 
produce readily an ignitible vapor, and 
the electric current must not be driven 
through wires at all. _He used a very 
thick, broad band of copper, not more 
than two inches long, which reached 
around the edge of the plate, ao that the 
electric current had not more than 
three or four inches to go altogether.

NITROGEN. FOR MANURE, 


producing the Needed Supply Through 
Nitrogen Yielding Plantes. 

There has been a vast amount of ex- 
periment directed to the problem of 
producing out of the soil the needed 
supply of nitrogen through the growth 
of nitrogen yielding plants. . It is well 
known that clover, peas, beans and oth- 
er legumes are especially rich in this 
element, nitrogen, and also that, in 
gome way not yet clearly understood, 
trops of these plants not only do not ex- 
haust the soil of this particular element, 
but, in some cases at least, actually leave 
the soil which produced the crop richer 
in nitrogen than before the crop was 
grown. 

Hence the theory of growing the le- 
gumipous plants for-their supply of ni- 
trogen is sound in fact and good in 
practice, Clover is everywhere recom- 
mended for the purpose. In comment- 
ing on the foregoing the Maine Farmer 
says: Farmers among us grow clover to 
some extent, and of course secure a 
measure of benefit from it. A defect of 
our practice, however, is that it is not 
introduced often enough on the same 
soil. In ordinary Maine farming clover 
comes into the round of crops only once 
in eight or ten years, and so infrequent- 
ly that the effect of its nitrogen supply 
is hardly recognized. In the four yeara’

Spell—23 Deathe, 

Cholera infantum claimed four vic- 
tims in this city last week, the heated 
spell being responsible for the return of 
the disease which parents dread.

In all 23 deaths were reported to the 
board of health.

Regarding George H. Mifflin's summer 
home the Globe said recently: 

Of all the beautiful places on fair Na- 
hant gs none exceeds in interest 
the old Mifflin house, with its unsur- 
passed site. Every passer by on the 
ocean highway has seen it. 

The house, an example of almost pure 
Greek architecture, was designed and 
built in 1828 by Samuel A. Eliot, father 
of Pres. Eliot of Harvard. It was the 
third house built at Nahant, and the 
site chosen was considered one of the 
most eligible on the whole peninsula. 

The height above the water lends dig- 
nity to the building, a small curving 
beach and ledges of rocks contribute a 
picturesque effect, and the unobstiucted 
view in all directions—out toward the 
point, with its handsome house, off to 
the distant shore and far out to sea—is 
magnificent. 

In 1862 the estate passed into the 
hands. of'Mr. Mifflin, the father of its 
present owner. Mr. George H. Mifflin, 
the publisher. But very few changes 
or alterations have been made since its 
erection, the owners having endeavored 
to preserve as nearly in tact as possible 
its original design. A porch and a 
slight addition in the rear are all the 
changes in the exterior, although inside 
it has beenaltered to meet changed con- 
ci ions and modein ideas of cumfurt and 
couvenieuces,

_. & Lake of Ink, 

In the midst of the 8,500 Cocopah 
volcanoes of Arizona stands the lake of 
ink, into which run scores of streams of 
clear,.hot, mineral charged water. It 
is only a quarter of a mile long by half 
as much wide, but no bottom has ever 
yet been found: to its gloomy depths. 
The black water rises to within three 
or four inches of its level shores, and 
the temperature at the edge is 110 de- 
grees’ F., rising at a depth of 250 feet 
to 216 degrees—4 degrees above boiling 
point. To the touch the water feels 
smooth and oily, and when it is in re- 
pose ashes and oily matter cover the 
surface half an inch thick. Although 
the water is jet black, it does not 
discolor the skin of a bather. The col- 
oring matter seems to be held in sus- 
pension and will adhere to a white 
cloth dipped in the lake. To the taste 
the water is warm, salt and bitter. 

To the bather the sensation is most 
delightful, exhilarating to such a de- 
gree that a bath of 15 minutes makes 
one feel as if under the influence of the 
very best brandy. 

Millions of bubbles, formed by es- 
caping gases, keep the surface at all 
times agitated, till it rolls, boils and 
foams as if ready to roll over its banks 
and escape. Whenever the neighboring 
volcanoes rage with anger, the lake fo)- 
lows suit, and the sight of its madden- 
ed waters will not soon be forgotten. 

The cures wrought on the Indians 
who bathe there and on the few white 
men who have so far visited the spot 
are almost incredible.—London An- 
swers.
